| Barrel firm loses 
building to fire 


"It's going to stagger us, but it's 
not going to lick us," said Ed Whit- 
ney on Tuesday morning.

yard at the time of the fire, and 
there was some minor damage to 
some of them. 

The fire drew extensive television 
coverage. Wilmington firefighters 
summoned aid from Woburn, 
Reading, North Reading, Tewks- 
bury and Burlington. 

No firefighters were injured in 
the fire, but a dog chained to a pole 
near the building was killed. 

The cause of the fire is still under 
investigation, 

Whitney said his operation would 
either recycle or destroy barrels 
which were picked up from various 
industrial sites.

With several neighbors vocally 
opposed to adding to the principle 
use of the Ristuccia Exposition 
Center (ice arena) and "too many 
uncertainties," board of appeals 
chairman Bruce MacDonald refus- 
ed to act on a special permit request 
before his board last night 
(Tuesday). Instead, he agreed to 
take the whole g under advise- 
ment, pending further investiga- 
tion. 


‘The request, to open the arena to 
trade shows, antique car shows, 
exhibitions, and sports clinics ‘in 
addition to ice time and use as the 
Boston Bruins training center, was 
made by Daniel Ristuccia. Ristuccia 
told those present he needed to 
generate funds to maintain 
Operating costs and go toward a 
cancer foundation established in his 
mother’s memory when the arena is 
not used as a rink. 

Approximately 25 residents 
showed up to express their concern. 
Most were outspoken against traffic 
and parking problems generated by 
the first Bruins game held at the 
arena Monday night. They pointed 
out with a five alarm fire at the 
same time, emergency vehicles 
couldn't get through, posing a 
danger to Wilmington residents. 

Also of concern was the 
possibility of creating additional 
traffic congestion seven days a 
week with the opening of trade 
shows. The consensus seemed to be 
skating and hockey was fine but 
most were “dead set” against trade 
and other shows. One resident 
querried what would happen when 
construction on the Town. 
Project gets underway, to 
traffic woes on Main Street. 

Many spoke in favor of allowing 
more children to use the rink. 

“Ninety eight percent of the 
children in Wilmington can't use 
the rink...they should have known 
this when they built it,” said 
Marlene Eastman) referring to 
spiraling liability costs. When 
Ristuccia explained liability 
insurance on the building “strictly 
prohibits public skating,” Eastman

said "if you don't join a club or pay 
money, these kids can't skate.” 
MacDonald suggested residents 
contact the Wilmington Recreation 
Department and start a “grassroots 
movement” to get public skating 
time. 

Bill Hooper read a letter from the 
planning board asking the appeals 
board to continue indefinitely until 
a new site plan conforming to 
requirements is received. The one 
submitted in December didn't show 
enough parking spaces. When 
Ristuccia said he brought in a new 
plan showing "sufficient" parking 
that morning, Hooper said the 
planning board hadn't seen it. The 
plan reportedly shows 430 parking 
spaces. 

One resident asked the board to 
"go a little slow on this instead of 
giving carte blanche.” He suggested 
members hold a public hearing to 
address each accessory use and was 
promised that the board "might 
consider that.” 

“We should have some control in 
our town and what things to bring 
into our town," said Ron Colbert, 
explaining that citizens have no way 
of kriowing what's allowed because 
the special permit is too general. 
Later, he persisted that the board 
"take into consideration the 
townspeople first.” 

Al Melanson, co-chairman of 
Monday's exhibition game, praised 
the Ristuccia family for helping to 
raise $14,000 to aid a paralyzed 
youth. He suggested neighbors 
think of "the end result" of the 
game and not the "inconvenience" 
to residents. Noting some hostility 

to, the Ristuccias, Melanson asked 
that those present-try to work 
together to find a solution rather 
than become angry with the family. 

Atjone point in the hour long 
discussion, Ristuccia vented his 
frustration, "I feel like I'm on wial 
for having a rink for Wilmington 
and I don’t appreciate this,” 
leading Eastman to reply “It 
our town, not Ben Ristuccia's.” 

MacDonald promised to notify 
the public of any future discussion 
on the special permit.

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Consultant makes 
recommendations to 
Wilmington selectmen

Holding weekly staff meetings of 
town department heads and 
simplifying the building permit 
Process were only two recommen- 
dations made by municipal 
consultant Richard Brown of 
Bedford Monday night. 

Since last November, Brown has 
interviewed approximately 30 town 
employees, appointees, and elected 
officials at the town manager's 
request to discover how to get 
various departments and boards to 
work together more efficiently. He 
also researched ways to streamline 
the permit process and improve the 
engineering department and staff- 
‘ing needs. 

Brown reported his findings on 
the community development agen- 
cies (those boards, such as the 
Planning board and board of health, 
which interface with the building 
department) to Wilmington select- 
men at their meeting this week. 

Brown divided his report into 
recommendations and general 
impressions, 

He praised the “positive attitude” 
of employees, saying "everyone 
works hard to make the system 
work," Brown said the town 
manager needs to be free to work 
more closely with town boards on a 
daily basis and the board of appeals 
has too many requests for 
variances. In addition, most people 
he talked to agreed the permit 
Process was difficult and time con- 
suming for the average home- 
owner, though this was not 
necessarily true for builders and 
contractors. 

Brown offered solutions which 
were simple and to the point. 

One of his major recommend- 
tions was to keep permit applica- 
tions in town hall and have 
representatives of the various 
departments come in and sign off 
the work. Currently, homeowners 
have to go from one department to 
another to obtain the necessary 
signatures. This Brown found to be 
time consuming and unfair to 
residents who sometimes have to 
take time off from work to 


a

complete the process. 

A second recommendation 
Brown felt was important was to 
hold weekly meetings with depart- 
ment heads and the town manager 
to discuss common problems, 
improve general communication, 
and review various permits at one 
forum. 

Other recommendations included 
filling the Wiring Inspector 
vacancy to free the Building 
Inspector from having to do two 
jobs; exploring the possibility of 
joint hearings by the Conservation 
Commission and the planning 
board; and equipping town vehicles 
with two way radios. 

To improve the engineering 
department, Brown suggested 
locating it in the town hall and 
making it a division of the 
Department of Public Works. He 
said the town manager should fill 
the town engineer position as soon 
as possible and create a modified 
senior engineer position to be a 
contact person with other boards 
and to assist residents. 

After hearing the recommenda- 
tions, selectmen said they will 
review the report and suggestions 
with an eye to implementing them

Wilmington Board of Appeals 
chairman Bruce MacDonald con- 
firmed Tuesday that the Investors 
Management Group (IMG) asked 
for and received a second extension 
of time before coming back to seek 
a comprehensive permit.

Watching him respond to the 
reporters’ questions in his usual sedate manner was like 
seeing someone remain calm after winning mega-bucks. 

With Cuomo's decision, Dukakis now becomes the only 
standard bearer for the Northeast, and an ethnic in his own 
right. His reputation among the Democratic governors 
seems high, and his own organization remains quite capable 
of raising vast sums of money. In the end it is that last factor 
which will be critical in his decision making. So what's 
your pleasure, Michael? 

Well, that's a question that a lot of people are now going to 
expect an answer to, and perhaps a little more quickly than 
before, in light of the Cuomo decision. The reason for this is 
that you can only successfully tantalize an electorate for so 
long, even here in Massachusetts. And with his biggest 
geographical opposition out of the way, Dukakis now has 
only one consideration to make before throwing his hat into 
the ring; the Commonwealth of Massachusetts. 

Members of the minority party in the state have already 
begun to attack the governor for considering a presidential 
tun with a State House full of policy issues awaiting careful 
attention. Subsequently, the worst thing that could happen to 
the Duke would be to suffer any political embarrassments in 
his backyard while trouncing the corn fields of Iowa. As a 
résult, the big consultation going on at the hotel suite in 
Washington right now is how to take that big political step 
forward, and still mind the store.

The March 1, 1962 edition of the 
Town Crier of Wilmington noted 
that: 

On Friday, Mar. 2 at 10 am., 
Guild Plastics, Inc., would begin 
interviewing "female applicants” 
for positions as packers in the new 
plant at the intersection of Route 38 
and 62. Interested women were 
advised to apply in person to Mr. 
Tufenkjian. 

Irked by cans and other trash 
being dropped in front of two 
homes on lower Main Street, by 
people on their'way to the dump, 
the Board of health proposed 
asking that Old Main Street be 
made one way with entry near the 
Woburn line only. Most of the 
trouble, it was alleged, came from 
trucks transporting material from 
local business firms. 

A three bedroom house with one 
and a half baths, modern kitchen, 
on a half acre lot, near the high 
school was advertised for $15,500. 

A sub-committee was appointed 
by the planning board to study 
proposed changes in the zoning 
bylaws. Charles Fogg would be 
chairman, assisted by Mrs. Jean 
Gifford and Herbert Nickerson.

On February, 23, seventh and 
eighth grade students from the 
North Intermedate School 
participated in a ski trip to 
Bradford Hill in Haverhill.

cost of $39, 

The other two parts offered are 
Friday night ski trips to such places 
as Crochet and Temple Mountain. 
And the third part includes over 
night trips to Sunday River in 
Maine. 

A special part will be a family 
night which will be held on March, 
6. Birmingham and Peabody both 
feel that this will be an excellent 
opportunity for the teachers, 
students and their parents meet 
other than in a classroom 
sitivation. 

The young Skiers really enjoy the 
program. "It helped me to learn 
how to parallel", said Kenny 
Blowers a seventh grader at the 
North Intermedate school and Cara 
Scalesse, a eighth grader at North 
Intermedate, and a second-year 
veteran of the program said "I 
think it’s great.” 

Both Peabody and Birmingham 
enjoy running the program and 
have an excellent reputation with 
the Wilmington school system and 
the parents of the students who are 
involved.

Scout troop had a

Tom MacFeeley, Scoutmaster of 
Troop 136 has an honest derivation 
for the tide of Scoutmaster, in 
Wilmington. 

‘One of the finest Scouts ever to 
live in Wilmington was Dudley 
Buck of Birchwood Road. He was 
Dr. Dudley Buck of the Massa- 
chusetts Institute of Technology, 
Lincoln Laboratories. He was the 
inventor of the first electronic 
transistor, which was shown in a 
full page by Life Magazine about 
1953. 


Dudley Buck was Scoutmaster of 
Troop 56, Wilmington's oldest 
troop. He was also a member of the 
Wilmington School Committee and 
a deacon in the United Methodist 
Church. 

When Dudley Buck suddenly 
passed away there was no 
Scoutmaster. Angus MacFeeley of 
Burnap Street, a World War I 
veteran, took over. Angus will be 
remembered as the man who 
always marched in the Memorial 
Day parade, even after he was 85 
years old, He never missed. 

He was Scoutmaster of Troop 56 
for several years. At that time the 
troop was sponsored by "a group of 


citizens.” After a while he retired 
from Boy Scouts. 
Angus, a member of the 


American Legion for perhaps 40 
years then, was an active man. Not 
only Boy Scouts, he was active in 
Girl Scouts, the Catholic Daughters 
of America, and the various fund 
raising activities of St. Dorothy's 
Church. 

After he had retired from Troop 
56 the Comrades of the American 
Legion began to talk about 
sponsoring a troop. Naturally Past 
Commander Angus MacFeeley was 
named Scouting Coordinator, to 
represent the post. The new troop 
was started in November 1970. 
Angus was not alone. Probably a 
dozen Legionnaires started Troop 
136 and Cub Scout Pack 136. 

Scoutmaster, in those first few 
days and ever since, was one of the 
sons of Angus, Tom MacFeeley, 
also a member of Post 136, A.L. He 
is still the Scoutmaster and is able to 
recall with pleasure the days of 
Scoutmaster Dudley Buck. 

Scout Troop 136 has won a 
number of awards from the 
American Legion. In 1972, for the 
first time, it won the state wide 
Camporee contest. Since then, in 
the intervening years, it has won 
that award four more times. 

The trophy, unfortunately, was 
destroyed in the Legion. fire ‘of 
February 17. 


All the awards were burned in 
that fire. 

Scout Troop 136 and Cub Pack 
136 won many awards in the past 
17 years. There were too many, in 
one sense, to remember. The many 
trophies and ribbons were kept in 
the club room of the Legion. The 
members of Post 136 were proud 
of their proteges, and wanted the 
trophies to always be on display 

It was a case of mutual admiration 
between the Legionnaires and the 
Scouts and Cubs they sponsored, 
And between Pack 136 and Troop 
136, about 80 families in Wil- 
mington have younger members in 
the Scouting movement. 

Through the years this has 
continued. When it came time to 
clean up the parking lot the Scouts 
were there, When it came time to 
tender support, at Scouting events, 
the Legionnaires were there. 
Young scouts in need also got 
support from the Post, and the 
troop and pack had an unlimited use 
of that building. 

Tom MacFeeley is glad to say that 
his Scout Troop, which he has led 
for 16 years, is just as supportive of 
the American Legion.

Sewer system explained to developers 


Maybe they did not need to put 
their own test meters into the 
Pilcher Road sewer pumping 
station, That seemed to be the 
conviction of two representatives 
of the IMG (Investor's Manage- 
ment Group, Inc.) on February 
19th when they left the meeting of 
the Wilmington Water and Sewer 
Commissioners. 

Randy T. Ely, a vice president 
and Lawrence P. Keats, an 
engineer, wanted to test the flow of 
the sewer from Ballardvale Street. 
‘Their point was that they seemed to 
believe there would be plenty of 
available sewage flow to accom- 
modate the proposed housing 
development planned by the group, 
for land easterly of Arlene Avenue 
and westerly of Ballardvale Street. 

Chairman George Allan, with 
Commissioner Arthur Smith, took 
nearly an hour to explain how the 


commissioners had developed the 

Wilmington sewers, and how 
builders and developers had con- 
tributed large to small sums in 
order to get sewer service in the 
area. 

Sweeping his hand over a chart 
showing unsewered areas of West 
and North Wilmington, up to the 
Tewksbury line, Allan showed the 
places where hundreds of 
unsewered homes had no such 
service, and are yet paying for the 
development. "We are paying 
almost a million dollars a year 
more than we take in! Little by 
little we are evolving the sewer 
street system of Wilmington.” 

Smith told the two men that "We 
were on our way to develop a 
second set of sewers (for East 
Wilmington) but then we lost 
Federal Funds." Smith told the two 
men that in no way could the sewer 
cross the railroad tracks on Salem

Smith told of turning down four 
or five proposals for hotels because 
of lack of capacity. "They will have

"The sewer system was designed 
20 years ago, when there was no 
‘comprehensive design’....and it 
deleted all marginal houselots.” 

“You are jumping to conclusions 
that you can jump in, any place.” 

"We would end up Sewering the 
whole town through one inter- 
ceptor-- a hodge podge!* 

Smith told the two men that the 
firms on Ballardvale Street had 
“paid $1 1/4 millions for the upper 
Ballardvale Street sewer" and had 
paid to enlarge the Pilcher Road 
pumping station. 

"We still have a lot of lateral 
areas to serve - all the way to the 
Tewksbury line!” 

“If a contractor wants to put in 
half a dozen homes - we make him 
sewer the entire street.”

By JIM ROUILLARD 


LYNNFIELD — Her story 
involves sore feet, mouths as 
black as the back of the 
chimney, and foul fluid and 
treachery from a dainty white 
rabbit. 

Deep in the wilderness, the 
first recorded European 
travelers to what is now Lynn- 
field heard “‘terrible roarings” 
which they thought might come 
from bears, unicorns, wild 
asses or devils set to devour 
God's people. 

The men saw reptiles and 
serpents, including two which 
made a “strange whirring 
noise’ like that of the night 
watch in London, 

But they felt nonetheless “in a 
paradise” of ‘moving things” 
that were good to eat. 

They were, according to 
Lynnfield’s Marcia Wiswall, 
probably the first white men to 
walk the ground around the 
area which later came to in- 
clude Dead Man’s Curve and 
Doughnut Pond. An account of 
their travels in the summer of 
1630 is provided by the journal 
of one of their number, Obadiah 
Turner, 

The small group, Wiswall 
writes in ‘Lynnfield, A 
Heritage Preserved,” (1976) 
had set out from the village of 
Saugus (now Lynn) to deter- 
Mine the feasibility of a set- 
tlement to the north and west of 
the earlier settlement. They 
made their journey, apparently 
of about four days, according to 
Turner's narrative, to discover 
what the ‘‘land and productions 
of this our heritage might be.” 

And despite the hardships of 
wilderness hiking, the men 
liked most of what they found: 

“We saw valies of mighty 
trees of such kind as Old 
England is a stranger to. And 
wee made sore our feet by the 
climbing of hills among rocks 
and thornie brambles and vines. 
Great store of wild berries were 
on every hand. Among them 
were many black shining 
berries as big as ye pills of ye 
apothecaries ... Wee did pluck 
some and found them savory to 
eat in fire cakes and did think 
them apt for puddings. 

“Then there were found other 
large shining berries growing 
on creeping vines of most 
lucious taste, and we did eat all 
till our mouths were black as ye 
chimney back.”

Yet the conclusion of Turner's 
journey was not quite so ap- 
petizing: 

“It was somewhat within the 
night when we came in sight of 
home. In coming over the 
hillock nigh the doore of our 
habitation I discried a daintie 
white rabbit as it seemed, which 
I deemed would make a savory 
dish for breakfast on the 
morrow. 

“Giving chase 1 was soon 
almost upon him, when lo he 
whisked up a bushy tail over his 
hinder parts and then threw it 
towards me with a mighty rush! 
and it shed upon me a liquor of 
such stinke tHat nothing but the 
opening of the bottomless pit 
can equal. 

“My eyes and my breath 
seemed stopped forever. When I 
recovered the smell remained 
upon me insomuch that they 
would fain drive me from the 
house saying they could not 
abide within while I remained. 
And I still carry it about with 
me ina yet terrible degree. | am 
parsuaded this is another 
device of Satan, that four-footed 
beast being an impe let to do the 
Devil his baptism by 
sprinkling.” 

If any reader’ suspects the 
Turner narrative to be 
apocryphal or embellished by a 
later scholar, writer Karl F. 
Koopland notes that the three 
recognized genera of skunk on 
earth are all limited to the New 
World ~ and that among the 
local species the amount of 
white on the fur is “exceedingly 
variable.” 


Lynnfield: ‘A Heritage Preserved’ 


Yet despite the 17th-century 
Englishmen’s confusion of an 
Essex County mammal with an 
“‘impe” and “device of Satan,” 
“Certain it is,” Wiswall writes, 
“that they ‘found the land 
habitable, petitioned the 
General Court for a land grant, 
and within a few years began a 
settlement” in Lynnfield. 

The settlement started with 
“dugout” homes, according to 
earlier Lynnfield historian 
Thomas Wellman. 

“It is almost impossible,” 
Wiswall continues, ‘‘for us to 
imagine the lives of these early 
settlers. They had left England, 
their homes, churches, and 
families, to be crowded into a 
small ship with children, 
animals and household 
Possessions for a voyage of 
about 46 days. 

“After settling originally in 
Saugus, the families set out for 
still another new home, this 
time on foot for the most part, 
or perhaps with one horse, 
carrying their possessions and 
the smallest children ... It 
would have taken them most of 
a day to get here and set up 
some sort of temporary shelter 


“The first shelters were 
rooms dug into the side of hills 
or underground ... These were 
warm and provided protection 
from the weather until trees 
could be felled and log cabins 
built ... Life was not easy; it was 
a time of constant anxiety and 
struggle for survival. In spite of 
that, new families came and 
were accepted each year, and 
the original settlers made 
grants of land to them. Thus a 
town was ‘planted’.”” 

The planting of the white 
man’s town, of course, meant 
displacement of the original

settlers. Wiswall notes that 
aboriginal artifacts found in 
Lynnfield, as elsewhere 
throughout ‘New England, in- 
dicate “‘inhabitance by Indians 
perhaps for as long as three 
thousand years. 

“An Indian millstone for 
grinding grain was discovered 
in the excavation of an Indian 
camp site beyond the Sagamore 
Golf Club near the Middleton 
line, and at the edge of Reedy 
Meadow, east of Main Street, 
the site of an Indian camp was 
found on what is known as 
Partridge Island. 


“Triangular war arrows, 
itles, axe heads and other 

implements from several In- 
dian camps have also been 
discovered. Even today one 
occasionally turns up in a 
backyard.” 

Despite a possible 3000 years 
of Indian settlement, by 1637 the 
roots of Lynnfield were well 
planted, the first land grants 
drawn, and the white man 
settled in to stay, perhaps for 
the,next 3000 years.

A Korean buying mission, led 
by Korean Minister of Trade 
and Industry Woong-Bae Rha, 
will tour Boston, March 5-7 and 
30 other cities to purchase U.S.

Carry-on luggage problems 


During the next year, nearly 
half of all luggage, estimates 
such leaders of the luggage in- 
dustry as Walter Bialo, Chair- 
man of Ventura Travelware, of 
Long Island City, N.Y. and a 
past president of the Luggage 
and Leather Manufacturers 
Assoc., will be of the carry-on 
designs. Increasingly youthful 
American Luggage buyers are 
opting for under-seat or 
overhead storage constructions 
or for one of the increasingly 
popular garment bag shapes for 
men and women 

Both the under-seat and gar- 
ment bag designs offer over- 
the-shoulder straps which leave 
hands free for tickets and boar- 
ding passes, a magazine, book 
or purse. Enthusiastic users of 
the soft-bag constructions point 
to their ability to often skip 
curbside or ticket-counter 
check-ins. They are specially 
joyful about speedy departures 
from the airport without the 5 to 
15 minute wait at the carousel 
for luggage.

This use-your-hanger feature

Using either the folding hook 
hanger provided with many 
garment bags, travelers have 
found that while jackets or 
dresses stay on the hangers, 
slacks, trousers or skirts will 
slip off the hanger to the foot of 


the garment bag. Crushed 
clothing is no way to start a 
vacation 


While lightweight luggage for 
this convenience-oriented 
market is available in a wide 
range of prices and sizes, manu- 
facturers increasingly seek to 
offer new features such as 
pockets for wet towels or 
beachwear; corner pockets for 
shoes; special zipper access to 
soiled luggage; and fold-over 
designs that make it as easy to 
tote a garment bag as a pullman 
one 

One of the recent changes an 
nounced by Samsonite, Voyt, 
Tumi and some others elimi 
nated the folding design all 
metal hangers otherwise pro- 
vided for flat storage of suits 
and dresses. A special construc- 
tion feature first brought to the 
market by Wally-Bags makes it 
possible to pack the garment 
bag with clothing on home closet
